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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The base claims are: 6 and 8. 

The closest prior art found is summarized as follows: 

Sugahara et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,018,616) discloses a water glass composition used of 
production of various molded articles, such as walls, doors, roofs etc. (col. 13, lines 46-60). 
Sugahara further discloses a fire protective composition useful in walls comprising water glass 
composed of silicate solution that is about 40% solids, 60% water, and having a Si02:Na20 ratio 
in the range of about 2:1 to 4:1, specifically 3.5:1 to 3.75:1 (col. 10, lines 39-60 and col. 12, lines 
43-58), polyvalent metal, specifically magnesium chloride (col 33, lines 63-64), and an agent for 
binding free water, specifically calcium oxide (col 12, lines 31-37). 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest, alone or in combination, the recited fire protective 
container of claim 6 comprising the claimed outer wall, intermediate wall and an inner wall 
composed of dibasic and tribasic sodium phosphate and water. The prior art also fails to teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination, the recited fire protective container of claim 8 comprising an 
outer wall with the claimed composition, water glass composed of a claimed sodium silicate 
solution, calcium chloride, disbasic sodium phosphate, calcium metasilicates and propylene 
glycol. 

In sum, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest fire protective contained having all 
the features of the base claims.
